Among his 
recent conquests include Wahoo McDaniel, Billy Jack, Kerry Von Erich, Harley 
Race, and Chris Adams. It looks as if Flair has once again settled into the 
right groove. He is in the best physical gondition of his career, and he seems 
to be in the correct frame of mind to defend his belt. 


Thumbs Up to Tommy Rich: “Wildfire” is once again raging across the 
NWA. Rich has returned to wrestling in Georgia and on tour throughout Ohio, 
Michigan, West Virginia, Kentucky, and his present home base, Tennessee. 
Rich is looking to recapture the NWA heavyweight title he held briefly in 1981. 
We congratulate Rich on the initiative he has taken by returning to the NWA, 
and wish him well in his quest to regain the World title. 


Thumbs Up to Don Kernodle: In last month’s issue of The Wrestler, we 
called for Kernodle to break his ties with Russians Ivan and Nikita Koloff in the 
name of American patriotism. Kernodle has since denounced the two men 
who used to call him “comrade,” ripped up the Soviet flag the Koloffs gave 
him as a gift, and has declared his own personal war on the two men. We, as 
well as the entire wrestling world, salute Kernodle’s display of love for the 
United States, and his efforts against the rulebreaking Russians.

Thumbs Down to Jesse Barr: Barr was an outstanding amateur Greco- 
Roman wrestler who would have gone to the 1980 Summer Olympics had 
they not been boycotted by the United States. The Florida fans looked forward 
to watching Barr display his scientific skills for them.

Q: It doesn’t seem like you’ve had a 
chance to take a breath since last 
year. 

A: Yeah, sometimes I feel like that. I 
guess I keep myself pretty busy.

A: Well, I get up in the morning, and 
I stretch out, and then I go run- 
ning. I come back, take a shower, 
eat breakfast, and then I’m usually 
on the phone for a while talking to 
promoters, or my lawyer, or deal- 
ing with some other business inter- 
est.

E’RE ALL GLUTTONS when it comes to success. The feeling that 

comes from achieving one’s goals is a highly addictive drug, and one 
experience with the feeling is never enough. Ask Terry ‘‘“Magnum T.A.”’ Allen. A 
year ago, T.A. had just begun his first North American championship reign. He 


would be stripped of the title soon thereafter, but his intense desire for success 
would drive him to a second title reign. T.A. has felt the euphoria of success in 


1984, and has experienced the despair of failure as well, but he will tell you that all 
in all it has been a good year. The 27-year-old from Virginia Beach, Virginia, has 


managed to battle through a number of obstacles this year, and as it draws to a 


close, he stands as one of the Cinderella stories of 1984. After a recent match in Ba- 
ton Rouge, Louisiana, Assistant Editor Joseph Bua and T.A. discussed the past 


year, fame, success, and the future. 


A: No, no, it’s not that. I love being 
the champion. If anything, I worry 
about not doing it right. I don’t 
want this to end, you know? I’ve 
never been happier. 

Q: Is there anything you miss, some- 
thing you had before all the success 
that you’d like to have back? 

A: I’ve always wanted to ride across 
country on my. motorcycle, and | 
can’t do that now. I have too 
many commitments. Sometimes, 
I'd like to have the time to sit 
around all day on the front porch 
of my parents’ house and play the 
guitar. I’d like to try to make 
records and be a performer. That’s 
something I’ve wanted to try since 
college. But you have to sacrifice 
one thing for another. I didn’t 
have to sacrifice these things just to 
be a wrestler. I sacrificed them to 
be a great wrestler. You can’t be 
great at everything; after all, we're 
only human beings. You have to 
really direct yourself toward one 
goal. Mr. Wrestling Il taught me 
that. 

Q: The fans really haven’t heard too 
much about your reaction to the 
whole Mr. Wrestling II situation. It 
had to be a very confusing time in 
your life.

You’re telling me! For a while, I 
didn’t know if I was coming or 
going. Two things I did know, 
though, was that I wanted the 
North American title and that I 
hated Wrestling II. Looking back 
on that time, I can’t believe the 
things he did. But I also see his 
reasons for doing those things. He 
made me a better man and a better 
wrestler, and he risked his entire 
career to make me a champion. 


: And now you are a champion. Is 


being a champion and defending a 
title what you thought it would be? 
The first time I was champion, it 
was only for a couple months, and 
as the records will show, I screwed 
it up by making that unsanctioned 
title defense against Nikolai Vol-

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koff. That’s why I was stripped of 
the belt. Now, I’ve held the belt 
since May, and I think I have a 
pretty good grasp on it. One thing 
is that it’s a lot different than hold- 
ing a tag team title. When you 
have a tag title, you always have 
someone to depend on. As a sin- 
gles champion, you’re out there on 
your own. It’s a pretty lonely exis- 
tence. I mean, you have your 
friends, but there’s always that 
sense that you’re the champ and 
even your friends wouldn’t mind 
getting in the ring with you. 


: You recently turned back the chal- 


lenge of a very good friend of 
yours, Terry Taylor. Was it hard 
to get up for a match against 
Terry? 


: Yeah. In the title defenses before 


that—Ernie Ladd, Butch Reed, 
Bobby Eaton, Buddy Landell—I 
had a good reason to want to beat 
them; I didn’t like those guys. It’s 
tough when it’s a friend across the 
ring from you. But finally, I 
looked at myself in the mirror and 
said, “Get psyched up Terry, 
’cause this guy wants your title, 
friend or not!” 


: And that worked? 
: Well, I beat him. I guess that an- 


swers your question. 


: Do you like being recognized on 


the street? 


: Most of the time, yeah. I mean, 


I’m not The Beatles or anything, 
but when L go to the store, or 
when I check into a hotel, and 
people know me and congratulate 
me on a match, that’s great. What 
I don’t exactly like is being 
mobbed after the matches when 
I’m tired or hurt, or both, and I 
just wanna get home. 


: Do you want to be wrestling in, 


say, 10 years? 


: I want to be world champion for 


eight years in 10 years. 


: So you’re predicting a world cham- 


pionship in two? 


: You never know what’s gonna 


happen in this sport, but that’s my 
goal. And I’m gonna do everything 
I can to get there. O

HOW RIC FLAIR BROKE 


OU KNOW THE FEVER. It 

starts in the pit of your stomach. 
It’s a fluttering, maybe that’s why they 
call the feeling ‘‘butterflies.”” The flut- 
tering becomes a rumbling, and its in- 
tensity grows until it begins to spread: 
to your chest, and then into your arms 
and legs. 

The adrenaline begins to flow 
through your body. It feels like an 
electrical charge. There are chemical 
reactions occurring in your body, and 
you can feel them. It starts to get 
warm—no, it’s your body that’s heat- 
ing up. The blood is flowing. The elec- 
trical charges are going off one by one 
in succession like a string of firecrack- 
ers. The body is alive. 

This is the fever, and Billy Jack has 
it as he walks into the ring in West 


Palm Beach, Florida. His fans line the 
aisles at the Auditorium, wishing him 
well as he makes his way to center of 
the arena, The fever is now spreading 
into the crowd. You see, the fever is 
contagious. The fans can sense it in 
Billy, and they’ve picked up onthe 
feeling. 

These are Billy’s fans. They’ve been 
with him for the better part of the 
year. And Billy recognizes them, wav- 
ing to the regulars who attend the 
bouts in West Palm Beach every Mon- 
day night. The cheers rise in volume. 
Groups of fans begin to chant, ‘‘BIL- 
LY! BILLY!” Billy leads them on with 
a raised fist, punching at the air in 
rhythm with their chant. 

This man is ready for Ric Flair. The 
results of his training are obvious. As 


awesome as Billy’s physique was, it is 
even more so on this night. His arms 
bulge like miniature mountains as he 
brushes his hair back with his hands. 
Slabs upon slabs of muscle will protect 
him from the punishment Flair has 
planned for him. 

As Flair enters the arena and the 
fans begin their boos and jeers, Billy 
Jack sits back in the ring corner on the 
second turnbuckle. His elbows rest on 
his knees and his chin rests on his 
clenched fists. He’s thinking, staring a 
hole through the ring canvas, going 
over everything he has learned about 
the World champion since their last 
match.

He entered the ring confident that he would walk out with 
the jewel-encrusted belt around his waist. But Flair was the master 
that night, draining every ounce of enthusiasm from his 
challenger’s soul, and in the process driving Billy out of the NWA

The videotapes play back in his 
mind. He remembers the holds and 
counterholds he worked on in the gym. 
He remembers one tape of a Flair 
match. ‘‘Now we’re goin’ to school,” 
Flair says cockily as he traps the oppo-

nent in his figure-four leglock, like a 
spider catches her prey in her web. 
That scene plays over again in Billy’s 
head. Then he shakes his head, almost 
in an effort to shake the memory from 
his brain. Yes, Flair’s figure-four is a 


potent weapon, but he has so many 
others. There’s no sense in torturing 
himself. 

They stand in the ring, Flair and 
Billy, on either side of referee Pat Ta- 
naka. Billy stares at Flair. Flair stares 
at the ground. Is Flair not taking his 
foe seriously? We'll soon find out. 

The bell rings. The crowd is scream- 
ing; booing Flair, cheering Billy, shout- 
ing encouragement. The regulars feel 
as much a part of this match as the 
participants. Quickly, Billy grabs Flair

in a headlock. “Bring him down,” a 
fan screams. Billy does so, and Flair 
lands on the canvas with a thud. Billy 
. squeezes on the headlock. 

Then Flair kicks his legs up and 
wraps them around Billy’s head. He 
breaks the hold with his headscissors 
and quickly rises to his feet. Billy 
catches Flair in another headlock. Flair 
throws him into the ropes. Billy comes 
off, Flair drops to the canvas and trips 
him up. 

Flair works on Billy’s legs through- 
out the match. Despite the pain, Billy 
continues valiantly. Just as it looks like 
Billy will take control of the bout, the 
crafty champ throws his challenger 
through the ropes. Billy lands on his 
feet, but off-balance. He twists his left 
knee strangely, falling to the floor 
screaming. It might have been better 
for him had he landed squarely on his 
back. 

Billy comes back again, still fueled 
by that fever. His jaw is clenched shut. 
The pain is registered all over his face. 
But he continues. Flair has Billy at an 
incredible disadvantage. He brings him 


into the ring with a suplex, grabs his 


hair to lift him off the canvas, and lifts 
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him for an atomic kneedrop. Flair 
adds a twist to it, however, bringing 
Billy’s bent left leg down across _ his 
own knee. 

Billy lies on the mat in pain. Sweat 
runs down the side of his face. He is 
helpless as Flair stands above him. The 
arena is silent. The fans sit stunned as 
Flair prepares for his next move. 

“Now we’re goin’ to school!’’ Flair 
says, his voice echoeing through the 
arena. And again and again in Billy’s 
mind. There’s nothing for him to do, 
nowhere to go. He just watches as 
Flair grabs the leg, spins around, grabs 
the other leg, overlaps his legs and 
then drops to the mat. Flair cinches 
down on the hold. Billy is just waiting 
for Tanaka to come over and ask him, 
“Do you give?” But there’s a ring 
rope nearby. If he could only grab that 
rope. 

He stretches, he rolls, he reaches. He 
wills his arms to grow an extra inch. 
Finally, he grabs the rope. The referee 
calls for Flair to break the hold and 
the champ obliges. 

But this match has taken its toll on 
Billy. He’s not the man he was min- 
utes before. All he has left is the fever. 


His chances are slim. After all, how 
far can a man’s spirit take him? 

Flair whips him into the ropes. Billy 
leapfrogs the champ, turns around, 
and catches the champion in a sleeper- 
hold. Flair quickly stumbles to the side 
of the ring and the hold is broken. 

This time Billy whips Flair. Flair 
leapfrogs Billy, stops, turns around 
and pushes the challenger into the 
ropes. He rolls him back and three 
seconds later, Flair has pinned his chal- 
lenger. Tanaka raises Flair’s hand in 
victory and hands him the belt. 

Billy sits on the mat and looks up as 
Flair clutches onto his championship 
belt. There’s nothing left in Billy’s 
body, no power, no energy, no 
strength, no fever. 

Billy Jack has left the state of Flori- 
da. Maybe he’ll find success some- 
where else, somewhere far away from 
Ric Flair. Maybe one day he’ll recap- 
ture the fever, regain his spirit. Maybe 
he won’t. The fans leave the arena 
with their heads hanging down, hoping 
the next time that someone will beat 
Flair and give them the fever. But it 
won’t be Billy Jack. He'll be long 
gone. O

What is startling about this is that 
the woman had never seen or heard of 
Koloff before. There was no reason 
she should know he is considered the 
most brutalizing rookie wrestler the 
sport has ever seen. Yet, just by watch- 
ing him walk through the aisle to the 
ring, she knew this man should be 
feared. Instinct told her what would 
soon be evident; during the match, Ko- 
loff tortured his hapless victim. 

Ever since he emigrated from Mos- 
cow, Russia, Koloff has been a fright- 
ening force in professional wrestling. 
Under the tutelage of his uncle, the 
notorious Ivan Koloff, Nikita has ruth- 
lessly conquered opponent after oppo- 
nent. He also teamed with his uncle 
and Don Kernodle to form one of the 
most fearsome six-man tag teams in 
wrestling history. 

The young Koloff speaks very little 
English, so for the purpose of this in- 
terview, he spoke through an interpret- 
er. What he wants the world to know 
is that it is witnessing another Russian 
revolution. “No American wrestler can

match me,”’ he says through the inter- 
preter. ‘“They have grown up soft and 
weak; everything is too easy in this 
country. American wrestlers are spiri- 
tually fat and spoiled; everything is 
handed to them. They don’t know 
what it is to struggle. In the Soviet 
Union, we are not made drunk and

stupid on material things. We work for 
what we get. And we work hard. 
“To be a great wrestler in the Soviet 
Union means you have worked hard to 
learn your craft. I have trained harder 
than any American would ever dare. I 
am hard both physically and mentally. 
None of my pathetic American oppo- 


nents can say that. 

“The only thing I have learned in 
America has been from my uncle. He 
is a true genius, and I am grateful for 
what he has taught me. I can now say 
I am the best grappler in the world, 
with the possible exception of my un- 
cle. Certainly, we are the two best 
wrestlers in America.” 

When Koloff is asked about his 
American partner, Don Kernodle, he 
sneers and replies, ‘‘Kernodle is the 
luckiest man in wrestling, He is good, 
but he is American. That means he 
lacks the toughness that is born into 
every Russian. But it is necessary that 
we have him, so he remains with my 
uncle and me. No, Kernodle is not the 
same calibre wrestler as the Koloffs.” 

(When Kernodle heard this, he sim- 
ply shook his head and said he’d heard 
it before. He also muttered something 
about the next time he hears it will be 
the last time.) 

It is incredible to realize Nikita is 
only a rookie. Not surprisingly, he 
doesn’t consider himself a beginner. 

“By the time I came to America,” 
he brags, “I knew more than most 
Americans will ever learn. In Russia, 
they teach better and expect more; you 
learn to live up to their expectations. 
In America, young wrestlers aren’t 
pushed, they’re coddled. That’s why 
they’re so incompetent when they first 
turn professional. It takes years as a 
professional to learn what I knew as 
an amateur. 

“This does not mean I will not get 
better. I am always improving. At my 
age, I am still about a decade away 
from my peak. Already, I’m one of 
the best wrestlers America has ever 
seen. In 10 years, I’ll be a legend in 
my own time. 

“T only wish I could get better com- 
petition in America. It’s too easy to 
beat these punks I meet here. I just 
hope the poor quality of opponent 
doesn’t make me soft.”’ 

At that, Koloff strides away. Watch- 
ing that massive body move, you un- 
derstand easily what instinctively scared 
the woman. And you also know that 
all of professional wrestling should be 
just as scared. oO

ITO SANTANA’S SCHEDULE 

of WWF Intercontinental title 
defenses was extremely difficult 
through all of September 1984. The 
middle of the month saw Santana de- 
Jending the belt several times against 
Paul Orndorff. For two of those de- 
Fenses, on September 22 in Miami and 
September 23 in Bloomington, Minne- 
sota, Santana had to travel nearly 
2,400 miles in less than 24 hours. 

Santana lost his title to Greg Valen- 
tine 24 hours after that. 

Perhaps fatigue contributed to 
Santana’s defeat. Perhaps not. But 
much of the blame certainly must lie 
with Greg “The Hammer” Valentine’s 
dastardly act of attacking Santana pri- 
or to the start of their title match in 
London, Ontario. Valentine kicked 
Santana in the back of his knee, caus- 
ing the champion severe cartilage and 
ligament damage in his right knee. 
“The Hammer” continued to concen- 
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trate on Santana’s knee throughout the 
match. 

Santana lost the match, but more 
important, he would soon find himself 
in the hospital facing knee surgery. 

While Santana. was recovering from 
his operation, Valentine was successful- 
ly defending the Intercontinental title. 
Meanwhile, The Wrestler received hun- 
dreds of letters protesting the fact that 
Valentine was allowed to keep the belt. 
Most of the mail we received asserted 
that Valentine absolutely does not de- 
serve to be champion. Selections from 
some of those letters follow:

RONNIE GARVIN WINS 


THE NATIONAL 
HEAVYWEIGHT TITLE 


ONNIE GARVIN STARED 
into the mirror in his dressing 
room at the Baltimore Civic Cen- 
ter. He was studying himself with 
an unnatural intensity, examining 
every detail of the musculature in 
his arms and shoulders, every 
scar and line in his face. 
“This body’s been bumped and 
beaten in more arenas around the 
world than | can count,” Garvin 
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said to no one in particular. “And 
tonight—well, tonight it’s DiBiase 
again. And the belt’s on the line. 
And the fans out there are count- 
ing on me.” 

Garvin had received several op- 
portunities in the past to wrestle 
for the National heavyweight title. 
Each match ended with the frus- 
tration of coming so very close to 
that revered goal .. . but ultimate- 


ly resulted in failure. 

“Tonight | feel good,” Garvin 
said. “No, it’s better than good. 
It's great. DiBiase’s going to have 
to have it all together tonight, be- 
cause |’m ready to mix it up any 
way possible. DiBiase’s been a 
scum as far as the National title is 
concerned. The fans don’t de- 
serve that kind of treatment.” 

In his own dressing room, Ted 
DiBiase was laughing at a joke 
that Rip Rogers had just told. Ted 
Oates, Harley Race, and Bob 
Roop were also laughing. 

“I'll tell you a joke,” DiBiase 
said with a roar. “His name is 
Ronnie Garvin. He thinks he can 
take my National title away from 
me. What do you all think?’ 

DiBiase, Rogers, Oates, Race, 
and Roop exploded in a chorus of 
derisive laughter. “Can you imag- 
ine?” DiBiase howled with ridi- 
cule, ‘Garvin, the National cham- 
pion? That’s the funniest thing 
I’ve heard all night!” 

Back in Garvin’s dressing 
room, the sound of laughter was 
suppressed by distance and by 


several thick concrete walls. 
There was no merriment in Gar- 
vin’s attitude, only deadly 
seriousness.

Roughly five minutes into the 
match between Ronnie Garvin 
and Ted DiBiase, the action had 


not slackened one bit. Indeed, the 
match had started out at a fren- 
zied pace and increased in inten- 
sity with every passing minute. 

The two men must have been 
operating on pure adrenaline. 
DiBiase charged at Garvin, ram- 
ming his shoulder into Garvin’s 
midsection. He then grabbed Gar- 
vin’s arm and sent him flying 
across the ring and through the 
ropes. 

Garvin didn’t pause to catch his 
breath. He had no chance to: 
DiBiase scrambled out of the ring 
and prepared to pounce on Gar- 
vin, but Ronnie had grabbed a 
steel chair from ringside and

He grabbed a giant barrel of 
popcorn from a ringside fan and 
hurled it in DiBiase’s face, tempo- 
rarily blinding him.

Closeup on the junior heavyweights: \t's not uncommon in our 
offices to receive a letter like the one below from Stephen 
Chapmann of Honolulu, Hawaii: 

| read just about every wrestling magazine on the newsstand, and 
I'm dismayed by the lack of coverage given to the junior heavy- 
weight division. That division boasts some of the world’s most 
talented athletes, and personally, | prefer to watch junior heavy- 
weights more than the heavyweights. They’re lighter, quicker on 
their feet, and their matches are usually the most exciting scientific 
encounters one can see anywhere in wrestling. It's too bad that 
there aren’t more junior heavyweights on the scene who are proud 
of being junior heavyweights—it always seems like they're trying to 
bulk up and compete for the NWA World heavyweight title. What a 
shame. 

We agree that the junior heavyweight division doesn’t receive 
enough coverage and attention. So from time to time, “Ratings 
Analysis” will look at the top 10 junior heavyweights in the world. 

A special note about these ratings: Until recently, Les Thornton 
was the holder of the NWA World junior heavyweight title. But 
Thornton no longer holds that honor, having failed to make a 
required number of title defenses over the last 90 days. We spoke 
with NWA President Bob Geigel to learn what will happen to that 
title. “I'm considering several alternatives right now,” Geigel said, 
“and the possibility of a tournament seems likely at this point in 
time. But so far, no final decision has been made.” 

A quick listing of other recognized junior heavyweight titles: Steve 
Regal holds the AWA World junior heavyweight title, Bill Ash holds 
the NWA U.S. junior heavyweight title, and Mike Jackson holds the 
Alabama junior heavyweight title.

T.A. delivered a flying dropkick 
off the second rope that sent Ladd 
reeling into referee Carl Fergie. 
T.A. went for a pin attempt, but 
Ladd powered out. Fergie was 
then stunned a second time, when 
he was caught.in the midst of a 
collision between Ladd and T.A. 
As Fergie attempted to regain his 
senses, Ladd choked T.A. to near- 
unconsciousness with a rope he 
pulled out of his trunks. When 
Fergie returned to the ring, Ladd 
took the helpless and groggy T.A., 
slammed him to the mat, and 
scored the pinfall win. 

@The Rock 'n’ Roll Express, Rob- 
ert Gibson and Rick Morton, cap- 
tured the Mid-South tag team title 
from The Midnight Express, Dennis 
Condrey and Bobby Eaton. Con- 
drey’s and Eaton’s manager, Jim 
Cormelte, has vowed revenge on 
Gibson and Morton. “Having the 
Rock ’n’ Rolls as champions is an 
embarrassment to all of Mid-South 
wrestling,’ Comette said, “and I’m 
not going to stand for it. My Mid- 


night Express will have the belts 
back and bring honor to the Mid- 
South before long. I promise.” 

®jJim Neidhardt and Krusher 
Khrushchev won the U.S. tag team 
belts from (officially) Chavo and 
Hector Guerrero during a televised 
taping of Florida wrestling in the 
Tampa Sportatorium. Chavo was 
unable to defend the title with his 
brother, and Hector had chosen 
Cocoa Samoa as his replacement. 
But Hector can’t blame the title 
loss on absence of his brother: He 
submitted when Neidhardt 
backdropped him onto Khn- 
shchev’s shoulders for the back- 
breaker. After the submission, 
Neidhardt climbed the ropes and 
delivered a flying clothesline to 
Guerrero while he was still in the 
backbreaker. 

®Jesse Barr captured the Florida 
heavyweight title from Scott Mc- 
Ghee in a two-outofthree falls 
match in Orlando, Florida. Mc- 
Ghee captured the first fall with a 
flying bodypress. Barr won the 
second fall with a shoulderbreak- 
er, The third fall seemed a fore- 
gone conclusion when Barr tossed 
McGhee out of the ring and 
slammed him into the steel guard 
rails before the bell had even 
sounded to start the fall. McGhee 
told referee Bill Alfonso that he 
could continue, but clearly the at- 
tack had taken its toll.

@Billy Jack won the Pacific 
Northwest heavyweight title from 
Rip “The Crippler” Oliver in a two- 
out-of-three falls match. Billy won 
the first fall using the lariat, but Oli- 
ver evened up the contest with a 
diving lariat off the ropes. In the 
deciding fall, referee Sandy Barr 
stopped the match when Oliver 
slumped to the mat in a complete 
daze as the result of Billy Jack’s 
full-nelson. 
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Billy Jack captured the Pacific Northwest 
title from Rip Oliver shortly after his return 
to that area. 

A few other title changes since 
our last issue: Tom Pritchard and 
Jerry Grey are the new Pacific 
Northwest tag team champions... 
The World Class six-man title is 
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now in the possession of Jake Rob- 
erts, Chris Adams, and Gino Her- 
mandez.

tlers. While he is still young, however, 
Larry intends to stay in wrestling. 

“You see, beside criminology, I also 
wrestled at the University of Tampa,” 
Larry said. “I don’t wanna be brag- 
ging, but I was good. I was Florida 
state champ from 1975 till 1976, and I 
also won the National title in North 
Dakota back in 776. 

“Rocky Johnson and Hiro Matsuda 
used to come down to the matches a 
lot,’ Larry said, ‘“‘and they ap- 
proached me about turning pro. I was 
scared when I thought about it, be- 
cause my family wanted me to have 
the kind of a job where I would use 
my head for thinking, not headbutting. 
But the wrestling bug was in me al- 
ready. I love this sport. The idea of 
turning pro really got to me, and the 
opportunity seemed too good to pass 
up.” 

Johnson and Matsuda introduced 
young Larry to then-Florida promoter 
Louie Tillet, who began to train him. 

“The guy was a real quick study,” 
Tillet recalls. “I taught him a maneu- 
ver, and almost instantly he could ap- 
ply it as well as I could. I was 

Hamilton’s pro debut was unlike 
any other rookie’s. His first match was 
a title match! It occurred in Pensacola, 
Florida, and Larry remembers it well. 
‘I was a wreck,”’ he recalls. Hamilton, 
did succeed in holding U.S. junior 
heavyweight champ Tony Charles to a 
20-minute draw. He was congratulated 
by the champion after the match, and 
a successful career was underway. 

Hamilton stayed in the Southeast, 
finally winning the U.S. junior heavy- 
weight title in 1983 from “Hustler” 
Rip Rogers. Larry held on to the pres- 
tigious championship for about eight 
months, having to give up the belt due 
to injuries sustained in an attack by 
Arn Anderson and Jerry Stubbs. 

After the injuries healed, Larry 
moved on to the Mid-Atlantic for a 
brief stay, and then went back to his 
home turf of Tampa, where he is now

wrestling full-time. 

“I’m over the 230-pound weight 
limit now, so there are no more junior 
heavyweight title shots for me,”’ Larry 
says. “You know, people all talk 
about winning the big one, Ric Flair’s 
NWA title. I really hunger for that. 
But I realize I’m still a few years away 
from that. 

“Then again,” Larry says, “‘lot’s of 
guys in the dressing rooms, in the gym, 


they all say I should go for it. But I 
want to be sure that when the title shot 
comes, I’m the best I can be, and that 
I have a good shot at winning the title. 
Right now I’ve got my hands full with 
The Saint, Jim Neidhardt, Krusher 
Khrushchev, and Oliver Humperdink. 

“They’re all the criminals of Florida 
wrestling now,”’ Larry said with a 
smile, “and I’m gonna be prosecuting 
them to the fullest extent.”

Garvin caught DiBiase’s foot in 
the middle of an attempted kick to 
the chest, and sent him sprawling 
to the canvas with a standing toe- 
hold ... Garvin delivered a series 
of stunning blows -to DiBiase’s 


face and chest ... DiBiase coun- 
tered with a suplex Garvin 
scrambled back and: went for a 
pin via the small package. 

But the pin was unsuccessful. 
DiBiase retaliated by catching 
Garvin in the sleeperhold . . . Gar- 
vin fell to the mat, the victim of a 
viciously sadistic chokehold 
DiBiase dragged Garvin to his 
feet and unleashed a powerful 
right hand to the head . .. Garvin, 
tied up in the ropes, succeeded in 


landing two feet to DiBiase’s 
chest as the champion charged 
forward. 

Thousands of fans in the Balti- 
more Civic Center cheered wildly 
as Garvin untied himself from the 
ropes. Their cheers were a mix- 
ture of support for Garvin in his 
agonizing battle against DiBiase, 
and astonishment at the fact that 
the match could continue at such 
a pace for such a long time. 

After breaking free of the ropes, 
Garvin began demonstrating why 
he is called “The Man With the 
Hands of Stone.” A left to 
DiBiase’s face was followed by a 
right, another right, a left, and a 
forearm right that quickly sent 
DiBiase to the canvas. Garvin 
scrambled under DiBiase’s legs, 
turned his body, shifted his lever- 
age, hooked the leg, and scored 
the pinfall. 

DiBiase’s protests to referee 
Hebner and promoter Gary Juster 
were fruitless: DiBiase lost the 
match and the title by a clean 
pinfall and he knew it. 


Immediately after the match, 
The Wrestler Senior Editor Bill 
Apter brought Garvin into his por- 
table photo studio to photograph 
the new champion with the cham- 
pionship belt. 

“| did it tonight, Bill, | really did 
it tonight!” Garvin said to Apter 
with a big grin on his face.

“Did you hear those fans out 
there tonight?” Garvin asked. “‘It 
was unbelievable! What cheers! | 
can’t believe how great | feel.
